Plots, againſt the High Fame and moſt precious Life of 
his Majeſty ; being alfo prefent, for theſe abominable Pur- 


Poſes, at thoſe pernicious Conferences and Contpiracies,

ment, was the Marquis, Lews-Bernard of Tavora : It 


being proved againſt this Criminal. that he reſorted almoſt
